Report of the Sehool Board 


FOR THE 


"Towm School District of Northtieid. 


It gives us pleasure to report that our school work for the 
year was eminently successful. This, to a large degree, is 
due to the increasing interest of the parents, by frequent 
visits to the school room and the kind and sympathetic sup- 
port of all those citizens who appreciate the efforts put forth 
for the intellectual and moral welfare of their children. Not 
only has it been the aim of the teachers to train the young 
mentally, but also to develop in them a love for truthfulness, 
obedience, the rights of others, habits of temperance, neat- 
ness, and instill in their minds love for all that is good and 
abhorence for all that is evil, and to place them upon the 
right path to happiness, honor and virtue, that they may be- 
come useful citizens and a credit to the town in which they 
live. 

With two exceptions each term the teachers have been 
our townspeople, and all teachers of experience some of 
them having taught the same school several terms with 
SUCCESS, 

The people of the district will be pleased to learn that the 
money raised this year for school purposes exceeded in 
amount any sum heretofore raised, and it has been judicous- 
ly and profitably expended. 

The terms of school have all been of fair length averaging 
about eleven weeks each. 

There are a few children who do not fulfil the require- 
ments of the law relating to school attendance; they are a 
trouble to the schoo] board and an annoyance to the teachers. 
It seems needless to us to say anything to you in regard to 


Ree 
/ 
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regular attendance. You know that it is your daty to send 
your children to school and have them punctual and regular. 

We sincerely hope that for the reputation of the town and 
a regard for its educational interests we shall continue to 
increase our revenue for schools until our school year shall 
consist of three terms of ten weeks each. Considered from 
a pecuniary point of view a liberal appropriation for the 
support of schools is realeconomy. Our children and youth 
will be educated in some way and we must pay for it, and it 
will be found much cheaper to pay it in the form of school 
tax to educate them intellectually and morally in our schools 
than to permit them to be educated in idleness. 

During the past year we have purchased two Complete 
Charts which, after being fully tested, seem an almost, in- 


dispensable article ; they should be in every school. Music 


is coming to be regarded, as an essential in our public 
schools. This is a step in the right direction. It has a 
special educational value. It cultivates and refines the taste ; 
it softens and gives expression to the voice; it allays passion 
and discord and kindles devotion and makes life a prelude 
to a better life. As far as possible music should be made a 
part of our course of study. The Normal Method of Music 
has been taught the past year with marked success, the pupils 
manifesting much interest in this branch of their work. 
Window blinds are needed on the Bean Hill school house, 
and should be placed there before the commencement of the 
term. A fence should also be built around the lot as early 
as practicable to protect the adjoining fields from trespass. 
Other repairs on and about the buildings are badly needed. 
Parents and friends, let us in conclusion say a few words 
to you: You may think the prosperity of your schools de- 
pends entirely upon the faithfulness of your teachers, the 
sagacity of your school board and good condition of your 
school houses. If so you will be greatly disappointed, for 
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while a very considerable part depends upon these, much 
depends upon yourselves in relation to these matters. It is 
your duty to see that your children are regularly at school, 
and orderly during school hours. It is your duty to know 
that they are paying that regard to the requirements of the 
school which the teacher has a right to expect. It is your 
duty, also, to co-operate with your teacher in restraining 
her pupils from roaming in the fields or loitering around the 
premises of those who reside on the route to and trom the 
school room, and to aid her in every particular in her en- 
deavors to advance the interests of our schools, and when 
you perform your duty in these respectsthen and not untill 
then will our schools be what they might, or our scholars 
what they ought ta be. 
Centre. 

This is the largest and hardest school in the district and 
requires strong government. Miss Lou G. Stevens who 
taught the summer term, worked hard and her efforts were 
very successful. 

Fall term, taught by Miss Mary M. Emery. Owing to 
the disgraceful conduct of some of the scholars and their 
parents this school failed of filling our expectations. At 
the examination the order was excellent and the scholars 
present showed they had enjoyed a prosperous term. 


Bean Hill. 

Both terms of this school have been under the instruction 
of Mrs. BelleW.Robertson. One who has taught inthe same 
district twenty terms, needs no comments from us. Under 
her able and efficient instruction this school has been a con- 
tinual growth in moral and intellectual worth. At the clos- 
ing examination the classes showed thorough and practical 
work. The music both vocal and instrumental was an es- 
pecially interesting feature, remarkable progress having 
been made. We would suggest to the citizens of the town 
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district the importance of following the example of our 
Bean Hill friends and place instrumental music in every 
school room. 


Depot School. 


Summer term taught by Miss Kate Sanborn, who has a 
faculty for winning the love and esteem of her scholars, 
thereby making her school very pleasant and profitable. 

Fall team taught by Miss Etta F. Heath, a teacher of abil- 
ity, who works for the good of her scholars. The examin- 
ation showed rapid and thorough progress had been made.

Both terms of this school were taught by Miss Eva M. 
Purinton. , 

Miss Purinton has proved herself to be an indefatigable, 
earnest, patient worker, possessing to a remarkable degree 
the faculty of gaining the respect of her pupils.

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ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


BOARD OF EDUCATION (Union District). 


In presenting this annual report of our schools we take 
pleasure in being able to say that they have been both suc- 
cessful and profitable. It has been an advantage that the 
old teachers, whose ability to teach and to govern was 
known, could be retained. Thecourse of studies has been 
revised by the principal, and the work to be required in 
each room newly laid out. In advancing the grade one 
year’s work has been added to each division, so that a class 
has remiained in each room one year longer than will be the 
case hereafter. This is certainly a long step in the right 
direction, particularly beneficial to those who must receive 
all their school advantages from the public schools. 

During the past year a music teacher has been employed 
who has given one lesson a week in’four divisions. Under 
her care the progress in this branch has been excellent. In 
the lower rooms where the pupils are of the same grade 
the improvement has been very noticeable. The two Gram- 
mar divisions have been united; and while some had no 
knowledge of music, others were well advanced so that it 
has been more difficult to make this work interesting and 
profitable to these classes combined. Good progress has 
been made, however, and we hope this feature may be re- 
tained the coming year. 

The Spring term of school closed at the end of the eighth 
week, on account of sickness. ‘This made the winter term 
two weeks longer than usual. 

The amount appropriated for repairs has been expended 
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according to the best judgment of your School Board. 
New out-buildings have been erected, greatly improving the 
sanitary condition of the premises. The interior of the 
school building was painted throughout at the beginning of 
the year. In the summer vacation the first Primary room, 
which accommodates the greatest number of pupils, was en- 
larged by taking in the hallway in its rear. This gave room 
for new seats to accommodate pupils who had been forced 
to use the settees as seats in the spring. 

In comparing registers with those of last year it is ap- 
parent that parents have not visited the schools as frequent- 
ly. The real work of a school can be better judged by 
watching its every day routine, than by especially prepared 
programmes for public occasions, although these are com- 
mendable, in their way. Do not base your ideas of the ef- 
ficiency of your schools entirely upon your children’s opin- 
ions and reports, or upon any second-hand judgments, but 
visit the schools yourselves and know of your own knowl- 
edge what is being done, not for one or two, but for the 
scholars as a whole. 

In concluding we wish to thank those parents, and others, 
who have shown their interest in the schools by sending 
their children regularly, and by their visits, so co-operating. 
' with the teachers to secure the best welfare of our schools.
